The first step
In the right direction was made when one
huudred and forly-five gentlomen voted to re-
lisve that most valuable of our productions,
with bat twenity to oppose the movement,
Wae not only esteem it in itsell & most impor-
tant advanoe in the right direction, but hail it
24 & harbinger of a series of legislative enact-
ments whioh will gradually relieve our home
industry from the ornshing burdsns under
whioh it s mow striving tostroggle. We do not
fhink the eotton tax was removed a day too
poom, and only fear that the evil it has done
pannot be oancelled. During the debata on
the question in Congress, Judge Kellay read a
Jottor from a Philadelphia manufacturer, lately
roturned from Europe, which is of interest, as
it intelligently sets forth facts which have not
yol recelved the oarefal attention of any of

our travellera. The writer says:—

“In the grealt Exposition at Paris were sam-
plea from seveniy-itwo different localities, foar
gom the United States, Our sea island was,of
jourse, the flnest and longest in the collegted
yorld of cotton: but belween our ses lsiand
faple there were from other countriea twenty
mples superior to New Orieans middling,
Fhe.y have planted the seed ol our sea island
ong stayle i Iondin, KEgypt, Asla Minor, Alge.
H.& Italy, Afrlca, and 1oany olher conntries,
and are getllng & grave of cotton whioh surs
masos our middllvg Orleans, Growing cotton
n these countries has now got fully established
a8 the best thing those pooplo ever have, or pro-
bably ever can do; and they will continune o

row collon superior to most of ours, no matter
what tha price. The South has lost, by her trea
mon, the best thing she bad—the oonirol of the
poltop marke!, and I fear she will never got It
baok untll our price s down to five cents for a
year or two; and our psople must prepare Lo
grow it for Lthat or to manofacturs all they pan-
not sell North, for Earope oan wel along without
pur cotton, I am sorry to say,”

Judge Kelley followed the reading of the
lstter with an eloguent appeal in favor of the
motion, advocating it not om the ground
that it wonld benefit the South, but that “‘the
interests of the whole people demand its re-
moval.!' One ocurions fact he showed which
will oauge general surprise. By figures it
appears that we have beoome a cofton importing
people. The following is a table of the imports
of raw cotton for the past four years:—

than this, It shows that, if we wonld aave
our cotton-growing interests from total destrue-
tion, a repeal of the tax is imperative. We
hope the Benate will give the matter its early
attention, and pass the bill as soon as the
routine of that body will allow,

An Opportunity for a Statesman.
Acam, and for the fortieth time, a movement
looking towards a confederation of several of
the South Amerfean republics has been in-
augurated, Peru has taken the initiative,
through ‘Benor Barrenechea, her Minister of
Foreign Relations, who has recently addreased
& oiroular npon the subject to the representa-
tives of Chili, Bolivia, and Eouader. The
following figures show several particulars
relating to these republics, the population, in
conssquence of the lack of regular and reliable
eoumeration, being estimated:—

This gives the projectad confederation a
magnificent @domain, equal in extent to one-
third of the territory of the United States, ex-
clusive of pur comparatively worthless scquisi-
tien of Alaska; while its great stretch of sea
oogst, from the first degres of north latitude to
the forty-second degree of south latitude,
throws it open fo easy commercial intercourse
Wwith the world, and favors it with every
range of climate. There is not, ontside of our
own limits, a finer field for growth in all the
slementa of nationality. Yet from the moment
when the first blow was struck against the
Sovereignty of Spain down to the presant tims,
when President Prado, of Peru, lies encamped
rbout the rebellious city of Arequipa, the en-
prgios and resources of all these South Ameri-
pan republics have been frittered away by
Internal dissensions and petty foreign compli-
wations, Their Governments, it is true, have
boon somewhst more stable than those of
Moxioo; But this results from the fact that
Moxioo is & terrtorial wunit, and can therefore
devote its whole tim, and attention to internal
disputes, save when somg Earopean nation in-
torfores to attempt & oonqueyy,

in abont on & par with the vonfedoracion whioh
preceded the adoption of our Federal Conati-
tution; and, in common with all who have an
abiding interest in the suocoess of free institn-
tions in the New World, we must rejoice to bs
asanred that the leading minds of the four re-
publios are ngain agitating the subjeot of a
cloger and more permanent union. Ths oir-
onlar of Senor Barrenechea, to whioch wa re-
forred at the outset, breathes the true spirit,
and I8 couohed in langusge which (fally
realizes the paramount necessity of wunion.
The Pernvian Minfater of Forsign Relations,
notwithatanding his long experioncs in Sonth
American  politics, haa not lost faith in free
institutions similar to onr own. “The Ameri.
can Unpion,” he says, ‘“has advanced some
ateps, despite predictions and doubts to the
oontrary. It is, therefors, manifeat that this
grand idea is, in a oertain pense, &bao-
lutely realizable.’ Senor Barrenechea fur-
ther aays that ‘‘the spirit of abaolale
separation and antagonism is opposed by
all those who comprehend the situation
of Bouth Amerioa.”” Buat hitherto all
efforts ol counteracting this antagonistio
spirit bave come to nought. “The different
Amerioan Congresses that have met sincs the
time of Bolivar have not produced anything
but vague hopes for some, and for others
deceitfulness, that have fomented the ideas
of separation and division."” The nuwarrant-
able agsaults of Spain, howaver, have tended
to advance the principles of union in a few
months far more than the labors of halfl a
century; and the Chillan Minister of Foreign
Relations, in a recent report to Congreas, has
been led to prophesy that the present allianoce,
flimey as it is, s but “a happy presage of a
more vast and complate Union,"”

For the purpose of furthering the realization
of this happy consnmmation, which was
dreamed of by Bolivar himself, the Peruvian
Minister proposes, as a preliminary to a solid
union, that there shall be convened yearly an
aggembly of plenipotentiaries of the four re-
publics, to deliberate upon measures calou-
lated *“to establish and iaintain the Federal
ties,”” The following programme of subjeots
to be brought especially before this assembly
is laid down:—The revision of the treaty of

alliance of January 12, 1B6G; the settle-
ment of any and all disputes between
the allied republics; uniformity in

political, civil, criminal, commercial, and edu-
oational legialation; the establishment, in com-
mon, of post-roads and telegraph systems; the
adoption of an international plan of immigra-
tion from Europs and the United Btates; the
revision of treaties with foreign nationa, abro-
gatiog all which do not recsive the commen
approval; and the negotiation of new treaties
between foreign powers and the Union. *The
republics,” says Senor Barrenechea, ‘‘should
not only ally themselves for their common de-
fenge and mutual seourity; they should aspire
to a higher aim—that of forming a respestable
entidad—the only way to found solidly their
wealth; to exchange with advantage reocipro-
cally their glements of progress; and to figure
with dignity among the grand body of nations
that compose the civilized world.”

The Ministers of Chili and Bolivia resident
in the Peruvian capital have already siguified
their approval of this grand scheme, and on
the first of March next the firat assembly of
the allied republics iz expeoted to convene in
the city of Lima. This event, if it tranapires,
will be the most significant and Important in
{he recent history of South Amerioa; and if
the admirable spirit of the Peruvian cirounlar
is infused fnto the meeting, the dawning of
better days will be heralded. A faw yoars
under the syatem proposed will serve to de-
monstrate not only its meritsand strength, but
its inherent weakness and radical defeots;
and the double light thereby shed wupon
South American politicsa will, we trust, lead
direotly to a more perfect and permanent
unfon. If there is in any one of the four re-
pullics 8 man who is worthy of the titla of
glatesman, a rare opportunity is now before
bim. The initiative having bean taken, there
is mpeeded, to perfect and consummate the
grand idea of a Bouth American repuablic
which shall be gomething more than & mookery
of the name, the directing hand of a patri-

otioc und masterly mind. The man who pos-
sessed the sterling qualities which the sitna-
tion demands oan scarcely fail of snoocess; and
success will place his name in the same rank
with Lincoln, Bismarck, and Cavour.

A Glimpse of the Golden Age.

Tue New York Chamber of Commerce held its
regular monthly meeting yesterday afternoon,
and at the very outset got into hot water
on the subject of the resumption of specie
payments, It appears that at the preceding
meeting a committee was appointed to draft a
memorial to Congress, urging upon that body
the adoption of such messnres as would ensure
the early resumption of specie payments. Mr.
A. A, Low, a gentleman of great finanoial ex-
perience, acted as chairman of the committes,
and yeaterday their report was presented, and
after considersble wrangling, the memorial as
drafted by the committse was adopted, and
the officers directed to transmit copies of it
forthwith to every member of Songress. Mr.
Riley, the late President of the Second Avenus
Railroad, expressed his belief that ten years
would elapse before specie payments conld be
resumed, but & majority of the Chamber dis-
agreed with him, and fixed upon the lst of
Janunary, 1869, as the commencement of ounr
Smancial millennium.,

The old saying that *‘land cannot runaway,”
and that ‘‘real estate is the safest of all invest-
ments,”” is proved to be am error, while we
are yet holding out the gold to pay for these
iglands, these little editions of Paradize, of
which the FPresident says they offer ‘“‘advan-
tages immediately desirable,’’ seem about to
become part of another region than Eden, We
ory to the Senale ‘‘hold.'” Already we have
purchased an fceberg, which may suddenly
crush all our fellow-vountrymen of Alaska, and
now we are to buy a voloano, probably the
same “horrible’’ one which bas burned the
“‘Little Saba’’ into ashes. We think the United
States must insist that Denmark insert a clause
of warranty, for we fear that when we ask for
bread we will be given a stone. It seems that
the fruits of this treaty are literally of the
Dead Bea—they will turm to ashes on our
tonoh.

The Fees of the ¢ Row*" Officers.
Tur Belect Counvil yesterday adopted a reso-
lution similar in spirit to what we have again
and sgain advoeated. The resolution requests
the Legislature to repeal the law allowing the
“Row' officers to draw certain perquisites
from the City Treasury, making those officers
salaried, and compelling them, out of their
fees, to purchase the various hooks and sta-
tionery to be used in their offices. This Ia cer-
tainly proper. It does not propose to reduce
the receipts of those officers to the mers salary
allowed by law, but to allow them to still re-
ceive numerous fees, but they are mot to
derive their profits from the tressury of the
city. It is simply ridiculous to allow fifty per
cent. of all fees collected to be retaived, as is
now done in many of those offices, We hava
our doubts whether the Legislature will com-
ply with the request of Council, as that body
seldom does what it is asked to, but whether
the law is repealed or not, Council has shown

& commendable spirit in favor of reform in
doing its part by requesting its repeal.
